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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 6-12 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being 
in improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot 
depend upon another multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608. 01 (n). Accordingly, claims 6-12 not been further treated 
on the merits. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

/ A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application .for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language .

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Masanobu et al . ( JP-10298854-A) or Waring (U.S. 
5,887,280) . 

See the English Abstract of Masanobu et al . and Figure 4g 
and Figure 5 of Waring. The references appear to have 
substantially similar sized and shaped protrusion patterns to 
those instantly claimed and appear to function in the same way. 
Thus they are taken as being either substantially the same as 
the instant claims or having only minor obvious differences from 
the instant claims. As the PTO does not have experimental 
facilities, burden of evidence is shifted to applicant. See 
MPEP 2112 . 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Fusco et al . (U.S. 2002/0152531 Al) . 
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See element 16 in Figure 2. The reference appears to have 
substantially similar sized and shaped protrusion patterns to 
those instantly claimed and appears to function in the same way. 
Thus Fusco et al . is taken as being either substantially the 
same as the instant claims or having only minor obvious 
differences from the instant claims. As the PTO does not have 
experimental facilities, burden of proof is shifted to 
applicant. See MPEP 2112.
